Plank Coming1 iu by Hundreds. 


The Chairmanship, 


6-r. Louis, Jane 11.—The Republican 


national committee made fluch poor 
progress today that the members of the 
committee are beginning to feel that 
there is danger of very great prolonga- 
tion of this work. Up to 11 o'clock to- 
night the committee, after Bitting for 
twelve houro, bad decided contests af- 
fecting thirty eeato in the ' convention 
These included the four delegate* at 
large from each of the etatefl of Miaaifla- 
ippi and Florida and Bcattering delegates 
from districts of California, Alabama, 
Kentucky, Florida, Mississippi and Mi§- 
aouri. All the delegates eeated except 
two from Florida, are McKinley men. 


The day's work wag began with bear- 


ing the California contests, beginning 
with that of the Third district. The 
claimants in this cttee were, on one side, 
G. M. Bolahaw and W. B. Parker; on the 
other, D<mniaon and Hocheimer. 


Congressman HHborn presented the 


case of Belshaw and Parker aa the regu- 
lar nominees, resulting from regular 
primarieB.,whUe Denniaon and Hoch- 
faeimer ware chosen by an appointed 
delegation chosen by the county com- 
mittee. 
Denniaon and Hochheimer 


were seated by a unanimous vote. 
The couteat in the fourth California 


diutrict waa waged by W. W. Montague 
and Saw Shortridge againat Spear mud 
A. L. Kowalaky, who claim to be the 
regularly elected delegate*. Shortridge 
for the contestants argued that Spear 
and Kowalaky bad been irregularly 
chosen. 
Shortridge claimed that he 


represented the almost unanimous voice 
of the Republican of the state. Spear 
and Kowalekj were seated. 
There wae.coneiderabie interest in the 


contest from the Fifth Kentucky dis- 
trict, whiuh embraces the city of Louis- 
ville. It was a coatest between McKiu- 
ley men and the friends of Governor i 
Bradley.

McKinley delegates, j 
composed of George D.Todd and Charles | 
E. Sapp, appeared as the regular dele-, 
gates, and the Bradley men.E, J. Knoe* 
bel and J. W. fieeder, as the contest-1 
ants.

Hart Vance, who appeared as counsel 


for Knoebel aiid Reeder. contended that 
the primaries for the Todd convention 
were held in retired places and said it 
was proven that bribery and personal 
assaults bad been resorted to. fie cre- 
ated considerable merriment in the 
committee by stating that tbe votee cost 
only TiO cents each. Mr. Vance said he 
represented the Republican majority of 
the. board of election by which Governor 
Bradle.- was choien aud deserted that if 
"theee'fnmda" were indorsed by the na- 
tional committee by seating .Sapp and 
Todd, the action would result in the loea 
of it icast 5000 rotes in Louisville.

the facto. There waa an immediate 
(lorry and & roll call was demanded. 
When the name of Sutherland, member 
from New York, was reached ho tint de- 
clined to vote and, taking the floor, pro- 
ceeded to say in very vigorous language 
that there was no reason (or reconsider- 
ation ; that forty-three votes had been 
cast on the original vote, which was a 
large vote, and there was 110 reason to 
believe the question was not fully under- 
stood.

There waa so much abusive 
language used on the presentation of 
thia caw, as there hod been in others 
Sresented from Mississippi, that Mr.

Financial Planks Coming in by the 


Hundred. 


ST. Louis, June 11.—There are hun- 


dreds of financial planks for the Repub- 
lican national platform at the McKm- 
ey headquarters in St. Lonla and in the 
lands of McKinley'a friends, who will 
largely determine what the platform 
shall be. More than a week ago there 
were tent out to the papers various 
forms of a Qnancial plank. This was 
done for tbe purpose of aecnring views 
of the financial planka from all eeotiona 
and from people interested in the Qnan- 
cial question. 
The result has boon anticipated and 


platforms have been coming in by letter 
and by telegraph from every part of the 
country. Tbo McKinley managers have 
not only been able to obtain forms for 
Unaiicial planks, but they have been 
able to secure the views of men all over 
the couutrr whoso opinions aro worth 
having. Tiie more tbe matter is con- 
sidered tlit* more probable it appoara 
that tho national platform will conform 
very closely to that of the Indiana con- 
vention with all reference to a ratio 
stricken out.

•'willing to plunge tho educational sys- 
tem of tho municipality into the diity 
pool of partisan politics" appears to be 
without the ehadow of foundation. Bo 
far aa our information goes, the present 
difference in the board haa not the most 
remote relation to political partisanship, 
As a matter of fact, the position of the 
board in reference to the principftlihip 
of the schools, considered iu relation to 
the political affiliation of it* members, 
would make euch an influence ituposei< 
ble. 


Such 
differences 
are unfortunate 


enough without adding unnecessary-luel 
to the heat of discord by misrepresent* 
tion. The members of the board are 
entitled to their individual opinions re 
girding all matters a (fee tint the ecboole 
of the city, and the patrons of the 
Echoole are fully justified in making 
their wishes and preferences known to 
the board in tho manner that they be- 
lieve will bo the mofit effective in repre- 
senting the will of the people ol the dis- 
trict, but the engendering of unnecea- 
flary acrimony is always to be deplored 
when tho schools are affected. 


During the past low years an unusual 


and unfortunate tendency to engage in 
bitter factional differences over school 
matters has been observable in many 
localities in thifl state, with the inevita- 
ble reanlt that injury to the cause of 
education has followed.

That lueh a law would be beneficial 


will not generally be doubted. It would 
take no essential power from judge", 
while it would operate to bold in check 
a Bpecieo of judicial despotism wl 
alwayi i* imaginable and eometimee ia 
practically realized. This ia written 
with all due reepect for courts and 
judges. The latter are but men, with 
all human weaknesses aud fallings, and 
tbe history of the race teachei that the 
possession of much arbitrary power by 
men tends to make tbcm 
despotic. 


Withal, it baa been demonstrated eo 
often ae to be indisputable that tbe pos- 
eesflion of euch power actually does 
make email despots of some judges. 
While a judgeablp ia entitled to great 
respect, judges sometimes arc not. 
' 
It is for thU reason that restrictions 


should be placed on judicial power. 
Judges should be endowed with all 
power necessary to tbe proper discharge 
of tbe duties of their office, but at tho 
aame time that power should be BO re- 
itrhted that -petty tyranv of courts 
will be an impossibility. The bill which 
Was passed b/ tbe senate seems to 
maintain a very wieo aud just regard 
for both the courts and the people. 
Under its provisions, U au -offense is 
committed in tbe immediate preeence oi 
a judge summary proceedings in con- 
tempt mty be adopted, but if, on the 
contrary, tte alleged cmtempt is com- 
mitted outside of court, the presumed

While it Is by no means certain that 


tbe effect on the minda of the school 
truoteea will be overwhelming, it is cer- 
tain that tbe friende of Mr. Ueaton won 
a Waterloo against the opposition at 
Einstein hall yesterday afternoon. If 
there had been any doubt, the boys and 
girls from the high school came in and 
settled the issue beyond peradventure. 


The meeting was called to order to en- 


able the question to be raised whether 
an attempt to remove Prof. T. L. Hea- 
ton from the auperintendency of the 
city schools would be a proper measure, 
should the school trustees take such a 
etep this evening. The general issue 
had been very freely discussed for two 
days past on the street corners and elee- 
where, and it was even elated how the 
trustees' vote should aland, namely, 
three to two for a new appointment. 
Mr. Heaton was not present at the 


Einstein hall meeting, but hia friends 
rallied strongly. At the same time the 
hall did not contain, more than 120 per- 
sons when tbe proceedings opened at 4 
p.m. In fifteen minutes, however, tbe 
number rose to 200, and at 4.30 the high 
school yell waa beard without. The 
young people trooped up etaira in pairs, 
the girls in white with red ribbona and 
sailor bate, and with red acarfa united 
in "friendship" links. It was an im- 
posing eight,and the vieltorB were loudly 
cheered as they took their eeate in the 
front row. Everyone made way for 
them, and tbe rest of the auditorium 
filled up immediately.

party" T. C. White bad been called to 
the cuair, and the following resolution 
was submitted to tbe meeting:
